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MARKET  REVIEW 


Sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the  continental 
United  States  totaled  444,000  tons,  raw  value,  in  December  according  to  preliminary 
reports.     This  was  473,000  tons  less  than  the  917,000  tons  delivered  in  December 
of  1973  and  was  the  lowest  level  for  the  month  of  December  since  1947.  Deliveries 
during  December  1974  included  about  8,000  tons  of  constructive  deliveries 
compared  with  6,000  tons  so  delivered  the  previous  year,  so  that  on  a  physical 
basis,  December  1974  deliveries  were  only  436,000  tons. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  totaled  202,151,000  hundredweight 
during  January-November  1974.     This  was  an  increase  of  2.0  percent  over  the 
same  period  a  year  earlier  with  increases  occurring  in  three  of  the  five  regions. 
The  West  had  the  greatest  increase- - 6 . 9  percent-- followed  by  the  North  Central, 
up  2.4  percent  and  the  South,  up  1.0  percent.     The  New  England  region  showed 
a  decrease  of  0.9  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic  region  was  down  0.7  percent. 

Thirty- two  states  received  more  sugar  during  January-November  1974  compared 
with  those  months  of  1973,  while  18  states  received  less.     There  were  nine 
states  with  reported  increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight.  California 
had  the  largest  increase--l,488,000  hundredweight-- followed  by  Illinois,  up 
1,468,000;  Michigan,  up  419,000;  and  Delaware  up  397,000.     Of  those  states  where 
reported  deliveries  were  smaller  during  the  first  11  months  of  1974,  compared 
with  those  months  of  1973,  Missouri  had  the  largest  decline-- 350,000  hundredweight- - 
followed  by  Pennsylvania,  down  226,000;  Indiana,  down  179,000;  Wisconsin,  down 
171,000;  and  Georgia  down  170,000. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on  Dec. 28,  1974, 
were  2,734,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This 
was  912,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  151,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end 
of  December  last  year.     Beet  processors'   stocks  of  1,406,000  tons  were  452,000 
tons  more  than  a  month  earlier,  and  196,000  tons  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Cane 
sugar  refineries'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  at  1,118,000  tons 
or  367,000  tons  more  than  on  Nov.  30,  but  156,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of 
December  1973. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  (No.  10 
Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  averaged  46.74  cents  per 
pound  during  December.     This  was  a  decrease  of  10.56  cents  from  November,  but 
312  percent  above  the  December  1973  average  of  11.34  cents.     The  yearly  average 
price  was  29.50  cents,  compared  to  10.29  cents  during  1973. 

During  December,  the  market  reached  a     >w  of  43.00  cents  on  the  17th,  but  by  the 
end  of  the  month,  the  price  was  up  to  48.50  cents.     The  market  has  been  mostly 
weak  during  January.     It  fell  from  47.00  cents  on  Jan.  2  to  37.50  cents  on  the 
13th.     Strength  was  gained  on  the  15th  to  38.50  cents  and  on  the  16th  to  41.50 
cents.     During  Jan.  17-20  the  price  fell  to  40.00  cents  and  continued  to  fall 
through  Jan.  22  when  it  reached  37.00  cents,  but  on  Jan. 24  it  was  back  up  38.25 
cents.     For  the  period  Jan.  2-24  the  price  averaged  40.49  cents  as  compared  with 
12.21  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  averaged 
44.97  cents  per  pound  during  December,  down  from  57.17  cents  in  November,  but  380 
percent  above  the  11.83  cents  in  December  of  1973.     The  yearly  average  price  was 
29.99  cents  compared  to  9.61  cents  during  1973. 

On  Jan.  2  the  price  was  45.50  cents  and  by  Jan.  9  it  was  down  to  36.25  cents. 
For  the  week  Jan.  13-17,  the  market  was  mixed,  with  a  price  range  between 
35.75  cents  on  the  13th  and  39.50  cents  on  the  16th.     During  the  next  week, 
the  price  was  38.00  cents  on  the  20th  and  down  to  34.25  cents  on  the  22nd,  but  on 
the  24th  it  was  up  to  36.70  cents.     For  the  period  Jan  2-24,  the  price  averaged 
38.75  cents  as  compared  to  14.57  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
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The  quoted  price  for  refined  cane  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  paper 
bags,  the  basic  pack,  was  reduced  3.60  cents  per  pound  in  the  Eastern  section 
of  the  United  States  on  Jan.   9.     This  set  the  quoted  wholesale  price  at  53.40 
cents  in  the  Northeast,  Southeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago-west  regions.     The  price 
was  reduced  again  on  Jan.  23  in  these  regions  to  49.40  cents. 

The  price  quotation  for  beet  sugar  in  100-pound  bags  in  the  East  and 
Chicago-west  regions  was  reduced  4.30  cents  to  48.30  cents  on  Jan.   9,  and  on 
Jan.   16  the  quoted  price  was  reduced  an  additional  4.75  cents  to  43.55  cents  per 
pound . 

The  Pacific  Coast  and  Tntermountain  Northwest  regions  were  quoting  a  whole- 
sale price  of  50.35  cents  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags 
on  Jan.  2.     The  quotation  was  reduced  to  46.35  cents  on  Jan.   9,  and  on  Jan.  20 
in  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  price  was  reduced  to  44.35  cents  per  pound. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  on  Jan.  23,  1975,  for  refined  sugar  sold 
at  wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  and  in  bulk,  by  regions.     Significiant  variations 
of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price  may  be  found  in  certain  regions,  reflecting 
competitive  discounts.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
averaged  62.76  cents  in  December,  up  from  46.94  cents  in  November  and  16.78 
cents  in  December  1973  for  an  increase  of  274  percent  for  the  12-month  period. 

REVIEW  OF  1974  SUGAR  SITUATION 


1974  highlights 

The  1974  sugar  quota  for  the  United  States  was  increased  500,000  tons  on 
Jan.   11,  1974  to  12,500,000  tons,  raw  value. 

In  mid- February ,  hearings  commenced  in  the  House  Agriculture  Committee  on 
new  sugar  legislation.     On  June  5,  the  resulting  Bill  went  to  the  full  House 
where   it  was  rejected.     So,  on  Jan.   1,  1975,  the  United  States  was  without  sugar 
legislation  for  the  first  time  since  1934. 

On  Nov.  16,  the  President  set  an  overall  limit  on  U.S.   sugar  imports  of 
7,000,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  for  1975. 

The  New  York  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  reached  an  all-time  high  of  64.50 
cents  per  pound  on  Nov.  20. 

Physical  deliveries  of  quota  sugar  by  primary  distributors  in  1974  totaled 

11,215,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was 

391,000  tons  less  than  the  record  high  11,606,000  tons  physically  delivered 
during  calendar  year  1973. 
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Year- end  stocks  of  primary  distributors  were  about  151,000  tons  above  those 
of  year- end  1973. 

Deliveries 

Preliminary  reported  sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption 
(other  than  for  feed  and  alcohol)  in  the  continental  United  States  during 
calendar  year  1974  totaled  11,217,000  short  tons,  raw  value.     This  compares  with 
reported  deliveries  during  calendar  year  1973  of  11,482,000  tons  and  11,415,000 
tons  in  1972.     Included  in  the  total  1974  deliveries  were  approximately  8,000 
tons  of  constructive  marketings  (i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in 
December  but  physically  marketed  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year) , 
compared  with  6,000  tons  so  marketed  at  year-end  1973.     Inclusion  of  the 
constructive  marketings  in  the  year  of  actual  delivery  indicates  physical  deliveries 
in  1974  of  11,215,000  tons  as  compared  with  11,606,000  tons  physically  delivered 
in  1973. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1974,  deliveries  totaled  2,749,000  tons,  raw 
value,  which  was  2  percent  above  the  2,694,000  tons  delivered  during  the  first 
quarter  1973.     January  and  February  deliveries  increased  11  percent  over  1973 
while  March  deliveries  were  down  12  percent. 

The  2,925,000  tons  delivered  in  the  second  quarter  were  only  6,000  tons 
less  than  the  2,931,000  tons  delivered  in  the  same  quarter  of  1973.  Third 
quarter  deliveries  in  1974  were  also  down  from  a  year  earlier,  being  57,000 
tons  less  in  1974,  or  down  2  percent. 

The  fourth  quarter  started  out  with  1,041,000  tons  being  delivered  in 
October.     This  was  the  highest    delivery  ever      reported  for  October  and  compares 
with  937,000  tons  delivered  in  October  1973.     November  deliveries  were  3  percent 
less  than  a  year  earlier  and  December  was  down  52  percent  from  911,000  tons 
delivered  in  December  1973.     The  436,000  tons  delivered  in  December  1974  were 
the  lowest  deliveries  for  that  month  since  1947.     The  fourth  quarter  ended  with 
total  deliveries  of  2,354,000  tons  which  was  14  percent  below  the  2,736,000  tons 
delivered  in  the  last  quarter  of  1973. 

Consumption  requirements  and  quota  charges 

The  Sugar  Act  amendments  of  1971  require,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  201(a) 
that  the  Secretary  shall  determine  for  each  calendar  year,  beginning  with 
1972,  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the 
continental  United  States  and  to  attain  the  price  objective  set  forth  in  sub- 
section (b) .  The  determination  is  to  be  made  in  October  of  the  year  preceding 
the  calendar  year  for  which  the  determination  is  being  made  and  at  such  times 
thereafter  as  may  be  required  to  attain  such  price  objective. 

The  1971  amendments  to  the  Act  further  provide  that  the  determination  of 
requirements  of  consumers  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  extent  necessary  to  attain 
the  price  objective  whenever  the  simple  average  of  prices  of  raw  sugar  for 
seven  consecutive  marketing  days  is  four  precent  or  more  (or  in  the  case  of 
any  seven  consecutive  market  day  period  ending  after  Oct.   31  of  any  year  and 
before  March  1  of  the  following  year,  three  percent  or  more)  above  or  below  the 
average  price  objective  so  determined  for  the  preceding  two  calendar  months. 

Sugar  requirements  of  consumers  were  initially  established  at  11.8  million 
short  tons,  raw  value,  on  Nov.  12,  1973.     On  Dec  11,  1973  requirements  were 
increased  200,000  tons  to  12.0  million  tons  and  on  Jan.  11,  1974  they  were  increased 
an  additional  500,000  tons  to  12.5  million  tons.     Of  the  500,000  ton  increase 
the  Mainland  Cane  Area  quota  increased  86,666  tons,  and  the  balance  of  413,334 
tons  was  made  available  to  any  sugar  producing  country,  other  than  Cuba  and 
Southern  Rhodesia,  on  a  first-come,  first- served  basis.     The  total  sugar  require- 
ments for  1974  remained  at  this  level,  though  further  deficit  declarations  were 
made  on  March  15  and  Sept.  25,  1974. 

Total  deficits  determined  in  quotas  established  under  Section  202  of  the 
Sugar  Act  in  short  tons,  raw  value,  were  as  follows:     Domestic  Beet  Area,  925,667; 
Mainland  Cane  Area,  350,000;  Texas  Cane  Area,  40,000;  Hawaii,  100,000; 
Puerto  Rico,  705,000;  Venezuela,  46,726;  Haiti,  18,342;  and  Honduras,  5,376. 
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Based  on  preliminary  information,  quota  charges  during  1974  totaled  111,184,314 
short  tons,  raw  value.     Of  the  total  1974  charges,  the  five  domestic  sugar 
producing  areas  accounted  for  5,430,190  tons  and  foreign  areas,  5,754,124  tons. 
In  1973,  of  the  11,676,301  tons  of  sugar  charged  to  quotas,  6,343,045  tons  were 
supplied  by  the  domestic  areas  and  5,333,256  tons  were  of  foreign  origin. 

Domestic  production 

According  to  preliminary  reports,  sugar  production  in  the  four  domestic 
producing  areas  totaled  5,873,000  tons  during  calendar  year  1974  or  440,000 
tons  less  than  during  calendar  1973.     The  only  area  to  increase  production  in 
1974  was  Puerto  Rico  with  an  increase  of  36,000  tons.     Production  in  1974 
totaled  290,000  tons  as  compared  with  254,000  tons  in  1973. 

Mainland  Cane  production,  including  Texas  Cane,  totaled  1,321,000  tons  in 
1974  for  a  decrease  of  256,000  tons  from  the  1,577,000  tons  produced  in  1973. 
Calendar  year  marketings  were  about  1,253,000  tons. 

Beet  sugar  production  in  1974  totaled  3,221,000  tons  which  was  a  decrease 
of  131,000  tons  from  the  3,352,000  tons  produced  a  year  earlier.     Calendar  year 
1974  production  included  1,317,000  tons  made  from  the  1973  crop.     Marketings  in 
1974  of  3,025,000  tons  were  196,000  tons  less  than  production,  therefore,  year- 
end  stocks  were  up  from  a  year  earlier. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  during  1.974  totaled  1,041,000  tons,  or  89,000 
tons  less  than  in  1973.     The  significantly  lower    production  in  1974  is 
attributable  in  part  to  the  strike  of  the  International  Longshoremen's  and 
Warehousemen's  Union  (ILWU)  which  closed  the  Hawaiian  sugar  plantations  from 
March  9  through  April  16,  1974. 

Domestic  sugar  prices 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
during  1974,  averaged  29.50  cents  per  pound-- 187  percent  above  the  1973  average 
of  10.29  cents.     The  lowest  price  during  the  year  was  11.63  cents  per  pound 
for  the  period  Jan.  4-9,  while  the  highest  was  64.50  cents  on  Nov.  20. 

The  year  commenced  with  the  domestic  price  at  11.65  cents,  however,  a 
temporary  weakness  set  the  price  back  to  11.63  cents.     After  four  days  at  this 
level,  the  price  increased  until  it  peaked  at  21.50  cents  on  Feb.  25.     The  price 
then  eased  back  and  stabilized  at  around  17.00-19.00  cents  for  the  next  month. 
During  April  and  May,  the  price  was  strong  with  no  decreases  occuring.  This 
pattern  continued  on  into  June  until  the  price  reached  27.25  cents  on  June  18. 
On  June  21  the  price  was  down  to  26.75  cents  and  on  June  24  it  was  down  to  26.50 
cents  where  it  held  through  July  1. 

Before  the  price  started  back  up  again  on  July  10,  it  dropped  to  26.00 
cents.     By  the  end  of  August,  the  price  was  up  to  34.25  cents,  but  in  September, 
the  price  averaged  33.71  cents  for  the  month.     The  price  was  very  strong  in 
October  and  continued  strong  through  Nov.  20  when  it  peaked  at  64.50  cents.  The 
December  market  was  mixed,  with  a  low  of  43.00  cents  on  Dec.  17-19  and  a  high 
of  52.50  cents  on  Dec.   2.     The  price  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  48.50  cents. 

World  sugar  prices 

The  price  for  world  bulk  sugar,  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including  Brazil,  averaged  29.99  cents  per  pound  during  1974,  up  212 
percent  from  the  9.61  cents  average  for  calendar  year  1973.     On  a  comparable 
delivered  basis,  the  world  price  exceeded  the  domestic  price  in  nine  of  the  12 
months . 

On  Jan.  3,  the  world  price  was  12.70  cents  per  pound  which  was  the  lowest 
price  for  the  year.     The  high  came  on  Nov.  20  when  the  price  peaked  at  65.50  cents. 
A  rising  market  was  the  general  trend  of  the  world  price  with  periods  of  temporary 
weaknesses.     The  price  for  the  first  quarter  averaged  19.29  cents.     The  second 
quarter  prices  increased  slightly  to  23.03  cents  and  third  quarter  prices  averaged 
30.40  cents.     The  price  averaged  39.63  cents  in  October,  57.17  cents  in  November 
and  44.97  in  December  for  an  average  of  47.26  cents  for  the  quarter.

During  December  refiners'  stocks 
increased  367,000  tons,  beet  processors'   stocks  increased  452,000  tons, 
mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  increased  91,000  tons  and  importers  of 
direct- consumption  sugar  stocks  increased  1,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1,  through  December  31,  1974  were  11,184,314 
short  tons,  raw  value. 

4.  January- November  1974  deliveries,  as  compared  with  January- November  1973 
were  up  2.0  percent  with  increases  occuring  in  three  of  the  five  geographical 
regions.     The  West  was  up  the  most--6.9  percent,  followed  by  the  North  Central 
up  2.4  percent  and  the  South  up  1.0  percent.     The  New  England  region  was  down 
0.9  percent  and  the  Mid-Atlantic  was  down  0.7  percent. 

5.  Imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption  at  retail),  candy  and 
confectionery  totaled  146,593,069  pounds  in  1974  compared  with  imports  of 
136,643,329  pounds  in  1973.     The  1974  imports  were  87  percent  of  the  quota 
of  167,981,650  pounds.     In  1973  the  confectionery  imports  were  77  percent  of 
the  quota.
